The scale and target

CAIRO » Militants detonated a 
bomb inside a crowded mosque 
Friday and then sprayed gun- 
fire on panicked worshippers as 
they fled the building, killing at 
least 235 people and wounding at 
least 109 others. Officials called 
it the deadliest terrorist attack in 
Egypt’s modern history. 

The scale and ruthlessness of 
the assault, in an area of the Si- 
nai Peninsula racked by an Is- 
lamic insurgency, sent shock 
waves across the nation — not just 
for the number of deaths but also 
for the choice of target.
